1. The second meeting of the Agency Energy Committee 
convened at 1330 hours on 3 October in Room 7D32 Headquarters 
ine following were in attendance: 
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. Heaters - There is even a greater reluctance 
to issue heaters than fans. In the past, any heater 
that has been authorized has been on a short-term 
basis. No heaters have been officially issued to an 
office; It was suggested that we start a campaign 
this winter to identify unauthorized heaters and 
have them taken hore or turned in as part of our 
energy conservation program. The use of personal 
heaters is prohibited, and tight controls would be 
needed in order to make the program effective. 
Language to this effect will be incorporated into 
the headquarters notice that is soon to be published 
on the use of heaters and fans. The notice will 
also Include a statement on- what steps should be 
taken if the temperature dips below 65°.
